WAsnivfiTOS. March 10.— The one 
great feature of interest in political cir- 
cles yesterday was the visit of Honator 
David B. Hill to his greatest political 
rival. President Cleveland. Sanator 
Hill came to the White Honse yester- 
day morning by appointment, pre- 
sumably arranged by Congressman 
Rockwell of New York, during hi."* visit 
to Mr. Cleveland on Tuesday. That 
his was more than a mere perfunctory 
call is attested by the length of the in- 
terview. It lasted 20 minutes, and dur- 
ing that time Mr. Cleveland received 
no cards front th^'wkitttg poUtioilna in 
the cabinet room. 

Mr. Hill came early. The great flood 
of ofBceseekera had not begun to flow 
into the White Honse when he arrived. 
He passed rapidly through the hallway 
in tm public part of the mansion to the 
room of Private Secretary Thurber, 
who evidently had been pouted, for he 
ushered Mr. Hill into the adjoining az- 
eontiya oOoa trltlumt • mamsBfa da- 
Ut. 

ICr. Hill, by virtue of his office as sen 
ator from the state of New York, would 
be obliged by the unvrrittenoode of offi- 
cial etiquette te call on a new president 
elected oy his partv unless the personal 
relations between the two were of such 
a character aS to maka a pamdnal viHt 
seem like hypocrisy. 

But an omcial visit of this character 
would not last more than a niinnte— in 
fact just long enough for the caller to 
shake the president'iB hand and to make 
a few plcasafit remarks about tha con- 
dition of the thermometer. 

When Mr. Hill entered the president's 
room word was sent to Doorkeeper 
Loeffer that Mr. Cleveland waa vary 
busily engaged and could not see, any 
visitors for some ' time. As a conse- 
quence the arriving delegation soon 
failed the cabinet room, and by the time 
Mr. HiU left the White Honse there 
were man man than saata in the apart- 
ment. 

The interview was, of course, of a 
strictly private character, but frpm the 
fact that it had been previously ar 
ranged and from its leng^ there can be 
little doubt that it waa more than a 
mere official call. 

Twenty minutes is an unusual length 
of time for any caller— no matter how 
distinguished— to remain in the presi 
dent's room during these busy days in 
the executive mansion, and if Mr. Hill 
and Mr. Cleveland talked airy nothings 
for a third of an hour, while a crowd of 
patriotic citizens were waiting to be 
neard, they were particular that none 
of their remarks were overheard 

Whi'u Mr. Hill had finished with the 
president, he lost no time in leaving the 
white House, and walked rapidly away 
with Colonel John S. McEwan of Buf- 
falo, who had been a member of Mr, 
Cleveland's staff while the latter was 
govamor of JXtt^r York.

iNniANAPoMs, Miirch 10. — Benjamin 
Harririfin. after four years of service mi 
president of the United States, is a pri 
vate citizen again. He returned to In 
dianapolis March 6 and is again domi- 
ciled m his handsome house. It is a 
lojiely place now. for the beloved help 
mate" who left the old home with him 
four years ago to be mistress of the 
White House has been taken from him. 
But his daughter, Mrs. McKee, and his 
favorite grandson. Baby McKee, and 
his well-stocked library are with him 
and the old home is conseqnaottj far 
from being a cheerless one. 

The ex-president's intention is to take 
a long rest, with his mind wholly free 
from business cares of any description 
It is probable that the next few weeks 
of his freedom will be devoted to bis 
grandson— the famous Baby McKee— 
whom he loves so well. In fact, during 
the last few weeks of his term the pres- 
ident spent much of his leisure time 
with the little one, while they planned 
together the good times they are now 
enjoying. The president's principal da- 
sire has seemed to be to sit once more 
in hia old chair amid his old surround- 
ings in Iiis library at the old home. 

The Harrison house, surrounded by a 
spacious and neatly kept lawn, on 
North Delaware street, was occupied 
during Air. Harrison's presidential term 
by Mr. and Mrs. Henry S. Fraser. They 
vacated it on Feb. 19, and the follow- 
ing Monday the household furniture of 
Mr. Harrison began to arrive from 
WashiuKton. It was taken immediate- 
ly to the old home, unpacked and ar- 
ranged as nearly as possible as it used 
to be when Mr. Harrison was ona of In- 
dianapolis' leading lawyers. 

For a time at least Mr. Harrison will 
live a life of considerable retirement, 
giving much attention to Bal)y Mc Kee 
and talking walks, as has always been 
his habit, about the neighborhood. His 
daughter, Mrs. McKee, and the chil- 
dren will stay at the old home with him 
for a time and do all they can to lessen 
the feeling of sorrow brought about by 
the absence of Mrs. Harrison. 

Josephine, who acted in the capacity 
of Mrs. Harrison's maid for so long, is 
still serving as housekeepsr for Mr. 
Harrison, as she has done at Washing- 
ton since Mrs. Harrison's death. 

John B. Elam of Indianapolis, the ex- 
pre^dent's former law partner, does not 
think he wjll accept the offer to deliver 
lectures regularly, though jiossibly he 
may deliver a lecture at the college 
opening. Mr. Harrison is and always 
has been a man of affairs. The pleas- 
ures of authorship were never attractive 
to him. Indeed ne has expressed the 
belief that there are already too many 
books in the world. Mr. Elam believes 
that Mr. Harrison will have no more 
liking for lectures than for writing 
books, and that the position of instruct- 
or of youn^ men would not be one con 
genial to his nature. 

Mr. Hanison will not resume his law 
partnership with Mr. Elam, but ox- 
Attorney General Miller will join the 
firm of Elam & Winter. It is ivobable 
that after the ex-president is well rest- 
ed he will resume tlie practice of law to 
tho extent of taking large and Import- 
ant cases in the higher courts, botn as 
counsel and advooate. . 

During t.ie entire time of Mr. Har- 
rison's absence from Indianapolis he re- 
tained his memWrship in the First 
Presbyterian church and in the Indian- 
apalis Literary club, ocknpoaed of the 
prominent thinking man of tha city, 
and always forWodad' his dub dues 
with regularity. 

The last visit of' Mr. Harrison to In- 
dianapolis previous to his recent home 
coming was last November, when ho 
followed the remains of Mrs. Hanison 
to Crown Bill cemetery. 

It ia said that Mr. Harrison took more 
than half of his salary, or 1100,000, with 
him when he left Washington. He was 
worth about 160,000 before he left In- 
dianapolis, and hia wealth- is now be- 
liavad to ba batwOin JltO,(iO0 and |175,- 
000.

Demands of the Chicago 
. Switchmen Refused. 



RAILROAD MANAGERS COMBINE. 



Ueaolutlone Adopted Tlmt the Praseat 
Sohednle of Wagres' Woutil Not Ba Xn- 

rreatfd Tlit^ Swiirli'iieii II.iv.' Not Yet 

Decided Whut to Uu but a OlKantlo 

strike U Uabla to Boon Take Place. 

CnirAOO, March 10.— Without a dis- 
senting vote the general managers of 
the railro'ids ent^'riiit^ ("liii ;igo deter- 
mined at their mectiiiLC yesterday after- 
noon to refuse any di-m.-mds of the 
Switchmen's Mutual Aid association. 
An answer was sent to the switchmen 
by the genaral managers of the 82 roads 
centering in Chioago declining to grant 
any increase over the present schedule 
of rates and enclosing the following 
resolution, which waa paSMd VMSi* 
mously at the meeting: 

Resolved, That this association has 
carefully examined the schedule of wages 
paid by the Chicago roads to foremen and 
helpers in switching service, and that it 
flnd.s that the scale of wages paid on the 
C'hicsgn lines is practically uniform; and 
we find that the switchmen of Chicago 
and vicinity are now paid the highest rate 
ever paid for a similar service and higher 
than is paid in many localities. 

Further, that the revenue from freight 
and passenger traffic has constantly de- 
creased and the cost of the service has 
constantly increased to the extent that no 
advance in wages can be granted, and that 
no change can be made from the 
schedules of rules affecting the< 
tion of men engaged fat this sarrioa. 

This answer was aant to tha 
of the switchmen's association at onoa, 
and ends the trouble so far as the man- 
agers are concerned. The switchmen 
have not yet determined whatcourw 
thav will pursue and officers of the as- 
sociation decline to discuss the situi^ 
tion. If they ahoold daoida to strike, 
the fight against tham woUld be a bitter 
ona as the general maaogers of the 83 
roada have determined to act as a unit 
and light the men as one road.

This will apply to engineers, conduct- 
ors, firemen and in fac» all branches of 
organized railroad labor. The general 
managers say they will not pay union 
men for doing nothing, whan their idle- 
ness is anforced by stllkafs to whom 
they are giving aid and encouragement. 
In the event of a general dismissal of 
union men the vacandes are to ba filled 
as rapidly as possible with nonuidon 
men, the roads to act in concert in se- 
curing new men and to distributa them 
according to the needs o< the ladifldnal 
roads. 

Chief of police McOlaai liagr waa praa- 
ent at the general maaig^' meeting, 
and promisen all aid in ms power to 
enforce order in event of a strike. 

The switchmen demand that the rata 
of pay for day foremen be made 8S 
cents per hour, day helpers 80 cents per 
hour, night foremen 84 cants, night 
helpers 82 cents, and that 10 hours* 
work be guaranteed each oraw night or 
day. .TUaiaAadTaaoa atimm p 
hour.

One of MaysTille's Most PrimlneDt Mer- 
ekints and Bankers Dies. 



i;x-Mayor Horace January died yes- 
terday afternoon about 4 o'clock at the 
family residence on Wait Front itraat, 
aged forty-Hevon yean* 

Although it was known that he was 
Berinnply ill, yet his friends were hardly 
prepared for the Had announcement that 
he had answered the final aummooa and 
gona to hia eternal rtet. ' 

He had been in declining health since 
ho was stricken with blindness some years 
since, and of late had suffered from par- 
tial paralysia. Abont ten days ago he 
became nuu li worse, and from that on 
his condition gradually grow more criti- 
cal ontU the end came at the hoar named. 

Decea^rd liolniiL'cd to ono of Maysville's 
oldest and most intiuential families. He 
was- a native of this city, and was a son 
of Andrew M. January. His paternal 
grandfather was one of the pioneers of 
Kentucky, and lost his life in thefamoai 
battle of the Blue Licks, where so many 
of the 8tate8' early settlers were slain, in 
that memorable conflict with the Indians. 
Hia mother waa a Haaton, and belonged 
to another one of Kentncky's old families. 

At the ago of only seventoen doeeased 
enliated in the Tenth Kentucky Regiment 
aa a defender of the Union early in the 
OOnimencement of the late war, and re- 
mained in service several years. After 
the war he waa engaged in moreuitile 
pursuits in this city for a time as a mem- 
ber of the firm of January & Huston, 
wholesale grocers and commiesion mer- 
chants. He was also interested in the 
firm of January & Wood, proprietora of 
the Maysville Cotton Mills. 

In 1879 or 1880 he was elected Mayor 
of Maysville, and honored with the office 
five or six sucoessivL' terms. .\t the close 
of his last term aa Mayof he met with a 
groat affliction in the loss of hia aight, 
neoeasitating his retirement from tha ao* 
tive business pursuits of life. 

Hie wife, who ia a daughter of Mr. D. 
Wilson of Fleming8burg, BurviveH him, 
and ho leaves a bright and interesting 
family of four children— two aona and two 
daughters. 

Deceased was one of the most honored 
and beloved Knights Templar in Ken- 
tacky. He was Fast Commander of Mays- 
ville Commandary No. 10, and also Past 
Grand of the Onnd Commandery of 
Kentucky. 

.A man of fine presence, eoartsotu and 
pleasant in his treatment of all, genial 
and kind-hearted, he was loved and 
ootoemad wherever known.

The oommittee reports that on the 
whole the condition and i/i.tnugement 
«r the oonvicta f or the past year have 
not been a credit to the state by any 
means, and the committee believes the 
pablio conscience needs to be awakened 
to the disffracefol neglects and cmel 
ontragea that are perpetrated in the 
name and nnder the protectioa* of thf> 
state. They say that in the enforce- 
ment of the criminal law in Tennessee 
today better mrbtoiples seem to be en- 
tirely ignotea, and the penal institu- 
tions, instead of tending reform, are 
veritable nurseries of crime, anarchism 
and degrradnt%>n. 

The committee, speakinff of the life 
of a convict, says tnat after his day's 
work is done in the coal mine, he is 
chained and driven into a room where CO 
others are packed like cattle fixed for 
shipment, to sleep in his dirtv working 
clothes, in a bed that from three to six 
months at a time reeks and stinks with 
filthineai; a man who is made to writhe 
under the lash for failure to comnlet«i 
his task, an almost deindividnaJizfid 
unit of a suffering, brutal throng. Con- 
ceive of an unvarving daily round of 
■uiih a life for 5, 10, 1q or 1^9 years, say 
the committee, and yon have a partial 
idea of the fate of some be ths^ poor 
wretches at Coal Creek, 

The committee speaks of the wretch- 
ed and debafing condition of the women 
inmates at the main prison, and sav 
that everywhere they fonad strong evi> 
dences of debas'ng pn)CtiOts«m<|ng ^ 
male convicts. 

The committee is of the opinion that 
aside from the wretched construction of 
the main priRon most of the evils com- 
plained of are largely due to the lease 
system. 

The committee recommends a discon- 
tinuation of the lease syHtein and the 
erection of n new i)ri8on. It also rwom- 
mends that tliu .stiite purchase or lease 
coal fields and utilize a large part of the 
labor of tlio (onvicts in mining on 
state's account. The coiniuittco recom- 
mends the establishment of tliu ri funa- 
atory institution for all crimioals under 
the age of le years.
